Too Bard [or the Steering Comwmittee. 
The democratic steering committee met 
‘arly this morning and remained in 6es- 

sion all day discussing whether a demo- 
cratic caucus should or should not be called. 
‘They have never yet reached a conclusion, 
hough twenty-two democrats have signed 
a caucus call, Of course the democrats 
of the senate gan govern some time. It is 
useless to say they cannot because the time 
will come whey they will gather together 
their shattered ;senses and become men of 
judgment and discretion, which they usually 
are. But it seems that they must tear and 
claw each other's clothes and flesh for a 
while before agreeing to anything that is 
sensible. 

The problem before the senate is solva- 
ble and it will be solved in time by a com- 
promise. Every senator when he is in his 
right mind and not laboring under excite- 
ment, realizes that, and admits it, but there 
are senators who are exhibiting a degree of 
stubbornness which is amazing. 

Weould Kule or Ruin.

This pres- 
sure from the house may have the effect of 
settling the matter, but if the democratie 
senators don't do something very quickly 
many individual senators will so far have 
committed themselves one way or the other 
that they cannot retreat. 

Morgin's Vecniar tothe White Honse. 

The wounds made in yesterday's debate 
were reopened today and fresh wounds 
were naade. The debate opened up by Sen- 
ator Morgan replying to Senator Hill's as- 
sault upon him yesterday. He likened the 
New York senator unto a weaver’s shuttle 
that flies back and forth and is on al] 
sides of every question. Senator Morgan 
then said ‘in reply to Mr. Hill's reference 
to his serfice in the confederate army, 
that he had no respect for men who were 
constantly referring to the war period of 
S61. who had not the pluck to shoulder 
a gun und go out to fight. An honest sol- 
dier, he said, who had had the courage 
to go into the war on cither side never 
questioned the attitude of an opponent. It 
was only those who hired substitutes and 
stayed at home and played the baby act. 
Senator Hill made no reply. He realized 
that he had rather overrenached himself 
and silepece under the circumstances was 
golden. 

Later in his speech, Senator Morgan had 
a word to sy to the president, who. he 
said, must not feel affronted when he left 
the executive mansion and attempted to 
guide legislation if the legislative branch 
should tuke up the veto power and use it 
upon him. Hie had no right to interfere 
With the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. 

iis then clearacterized the repeal demo- 
cratic senators as subservients to the ad- 
ministration and said that whenever the 
clock at the white house strikes the euc- 
koos here stick their heads ont of their 
boxes and tei. us the time of day. 

Mr. Milix Geta Excited. 

There were other speeches of a sensa- 
tional character. The day was closed by 
Senator Mills, of Texas, who declared that 
he had been iu flavor of compromise, but 
that time was passed. When an attempt 
was made to organize an anti-administra- 
tion party on the floor of the senate he had 
decided to stand by the president and he 
believed the country would. He then at- 


tempted to spatter sarcasm over the anti- | 
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repeal democratic senators by character- 
izing them as followers of Senator Veffer. 
Hie was willing to give Senator Sherman 
his haud whem he stood for the old demo- 
cratic doctrine of sound money, but it 
geejued that some of his democratic friends 
on the floor were willing to follow the Ikan- 
sas sepator in his advocacy of flat- money 
and government ownership of railroads 
and everything else it could get its hands 
on.

Among other 
things he said that he would not go into a 
democratic caucus. He would not submit 
his views to anybody. 
The Senate Needs a Firm Leader. 

Such talk as this conservative democrats 
believe to be the best thing in the world to 
destroy the party. The republicans caucus 
on everything and stand together. But it 
sccms as though every democrat in the sen- 
ate wants to act for himself, regardless of 
the jnterests of the party. In other words. 
many democratic senators seem to hold self 
above party. ‘It is, indeed, a bad situation 
in the senate. The party is racked and 
tattered and torn. There is no leadership 
—there is nothing except individual opinion 
and that leads in every direction. Unless 
Gorman or Voorhees or some one of the big 
men of the senate goes to work with firm- 
ness and determination to bring about a 
caucus and a compromise there will be no 
action, and no action means the founder- 
ing and wrecking of the democratic party. 
The republicans might come in, join with 
the populists and compromise and get all 
the credit, while the democratic majority 
is fussing and scratching like a set of chil- 
dren.

Senator Vest well illustrated the condi- 
tion of affairs in the senate by this aner- 
dote, which he told today: An aged couple 
had lived for forty years in peace and har- 
mony on pig and hominy, and domiciled for 
the mest part in the cramped quarters of 
a prairie schooner. The struggle for exist- 
ence against the pangs of poverty had kept 
suppressed certain idiosynerasies of indai- 
vidual temper, which found full vent when, 
having located a fat and fertile quarter 
section, they had risen to the dignity of a 
loghouse. Six months of warmth and high 
feeding brought on a series of family quar- 
rels, Which culminated in a personal en- 
counter over the alternative purchase ofa 
featherbed or a cookstove. The old lady 
proceeded ‘to larrup her lawful master with 
a biscuit beater, while he waded into her 
hair and hide with a hickory goad. In the 
midst of their argumeht a cyclone hit. the 
log cabin and buried them jin its ruins. The 
old man dug himself feebly out of the wreck 
as his wife appeared across the dividing 
log. 

“My Gawd, Maria,”’ said he, “things has 
reached a crisis. I didn't think we was 
gwine ter t’ar the house down. Let's com- 
promise.”

Li Confesses That He Stole the Flag 
from the Old General. 


"AR BOASTS OF FALSE PATRIOTISM 


Says He Will Present the Relic to 
the Andrews G. A. R. Post. 


TROUBLE 1S BREWING FOR HIM 


The Flag Belongs tothe Libby Prison Mt- 
seum, and ifthe Old Crank Does Not 
ReturnIt He Will Be Prosecuted. 


Chicago, October 18.—(Special.)—After 
several days’ search by the exposition ofh- 
cials the identity of the party who stole the 
confederate flag from the famous old loco- 
motive, “General,” of Atlanta, has been 
established. 

It was Major Isaac Brown, deputy sec- 
retary of internal affairs for Pennsylvania, 
and he acknowledges with pride that it is in 
his possession at Harrisburg. He says he 
will present it to the Grand Army post at 
Corry, Pa., named for Andrews, over whose 
scaffold the relic floated when the adven- 
turous federal was hanged for his famous 
raid. 

In his statement, after recounting An- 
drews’s trip, Brown tells of his astonish- 
ment when his eyes rested on the stars and 
bars at the exposition with other war rel- 
ics. Then he goes on to say that while he 
has no particular hostility to the men who 
carried the flag during the war, he can’t 
understand how any one should deliberately 
display a flag in the loyal state of Illinois 
which never did and never can mean any- 
thing but treason, rebellion and human 
slavery. 

Brown says he canpot believe the story 
that it was there as a relic. In conclusion 
he saye: “I believe the flag was placed 
there in defiance of the patriotic sentiment 
that ought to find a place in tbe heart of 
every loyal citizen, and such belief com- 
pelled me to take it down, which I did on 
Friday, October 6th.” 

There considerable feeling over the 
incident and talk of indicting the sneak 
thief for larceny. If this is done Brown 
may realize that there is another phase to 
the matter besides over zealous patriotism. 
He will undoubtedly have to return the flag, 
as it belongs to the Libby prison museum of 
war relics and the owners of the museum 
“say they would not take anything for the

“TWO NINES” RANG, 
A Large Conflagration is New York—Several 

Narrow Escapes from Death. 

New York, October 1§.—Several men were 
enguged in the exteusive wailpaper Louse of 
William Campbell & Co, eon West Forty-first 
street, getting ready samples for the road 
tonight. when fire broke out in the engine 
room, on the Forty-firs street -side of the 
building, and then, like a flash, through the 
entire structure. 

The first alarm was given at 8:20 o'clock, 
and in ten minutes mor, not only bad the 
fourth alarm been given, but “the dreaded 
“two nines’’ were rung, When the entire de 
partment of the city was turned out. Some 
splendid work was done by the department, 
and many buildings, which ,were supposed to 
be doomed, were saved by their efforts. 

Officer Cash, of the Forty-seventh street 
poliee, Was patrolling Forty-second | street, 
when the tite broke out, and knowing the 
establishment, first attended to rescuing those 
within, while others attended to the sending 
out of the alarm. 

The front gate was broken in and a ladder 
was put up to the window of the sample 
room, by which one man was rescued, All 
were gotten out, but it Was a@ uarrow escape 
for all hands. 

So rapidiy did the flames spread, and so 
great was the heat that the flames extended 
east, West and south, agd when the large 
tower of Camphell’s fell Across Forty-second 
street, it shattered the fronts of tenements 
nearly 100 feet away. 

There were several resetes made during the 
progress of the fire, before the police decided 
to clear out all the occupants of the block, 
bounded by Tenth avenue, Eleventh avenue, 
Forty-tirst and Forty-second streets. 

The tire burned out a gection, shaped like 
an “L”’ reversed; from Té@nth avenue to For- 
ty-secound street, 350 feet; thence south 100 
feet to midway apie gna and Feor- 
tieth streets: thence eas@ 100 feet and then 
north 200 feet to midwayjbetween Forty-sec- 
ond and Forty-first streets and thence eust to 
Tenth avenue, and 100 feet along Tenth ave- 
nue to the corner of Fortg,-second street. ‘The 
fire destroyed the six-story paper factory of 
Harland & Nevins on Tenth avenue and Vorty- 
second street, 50 feet frent and 100 
feet deep, Then came five dwelling houses, 
a three-story frame store, them the factory of 
William Campbetl & Co., with a frontage of 
100 feet on each ‘st and a depth of 200 
feet; three other dwellings om Forty-second 
street and one on Forty-first street, in which 
there was a large beer saloor. When the fire 
jumped to the south side of Forty-first street, 
it totally destroyed Ohassetty & Sons piano 
factory, William Kimball’s cabinet and furni- 
ture factory. each six-story buildings, and the 
stable of William Shea. 

The aggregate losses ate placed at $3,500- 
000, of which Mr. Campbell says his loss is 
fully $2,000,000. The insurance cannot be 
given for a day or two.

BUD LINDSAY SHOT.

They Were Old Enemies and Metin | 


Front of the Courthouse. 


TENNESSEE FEELS GREATLY RELIEVED 


Everybody Seems Glad That He Is Out 
ofthe Way—He Was Under In- 
dictment for Murder. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 18.—(Special.) 
Bud Lindsay, the most notorious and dan- 
gerons desperado of the mining district 
about Coal Creek and Priceville, and a 
prominent figure in the wild scenes enacted 
in that wild region from 1891 up to a few 
weeks ago, was shot and fatally wounded 
by Deputy United States Marshal McGhee 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon at Jacksboro, 
forty-five miles from this city. Three shots 
were fired, two of which took.effect in the 
desperado’s chest,g@he third one grazing his 
head. Lindsay cannot live until morning, 
and McGhee is in jail. The shooting took 
place at the main entrance to the court- 
house jn Jacksboro. There has been a bit- 
ter feeling between the two men for a long 
time. During “Harrison's administration 
Lindsay was deputy United States mar- 
shal. When the office changed hands here 
under Cleveland Lindsay was succeeded 
by MeGhee. MeGhee has frequently ac- 
cused Lindsay of interfering in his business 
and meeting him at the entrance to the 
yard this afternoon repeated 
the charge. Lindsay denied the accusation, 
whereupon McGhee ealled him a liar. Lind- 
siy. in response, applied a vile epithet to 
the deputy marshal and attempted to strike 
him. MeGhee then pulled his gun and 
fired the fatal shots. After Lindsay feil 
the deputy marehal clubbed his pistol and 
beat the prostrate man on the head with 
the butt of the weapon. 

There is no regret expressed here over 
the pending death of ‘the desperado. He 
was heartily hated here and among the 
law-abiding people of the section where he 
reigned as the chief bully. During the 
Coal Creek riots Lindsay was a leader of 
the most desperate faction of the rioting 
miners. It was he who captured Major 
Kellar Anderson on the 16th of August, 
1892, when the major went to the strong- 
hold of the miners under a flag of truce to 
parley with the rioters. Lindsay had a rope 
placed about the officer’s neck and gave him 
the alternative of signing an order to Lieu- 
tenant Fyffe, his subordinate othcer, to sur- 
‘render or hang to the nearest tree. Ane 
derson told him to hang and be d—d; that 
Anderson’s men would never surrender. 

Lindsay sent word to Lieutenant I‘yffe 
that unless he surrendered his command 
and retired from the région that Major An- 
derson would be hanged at once. Fyffe's 
answer was in the shape of a few well di- 
mected shots from a Gatling gun, which 
put the miners to flight. The valiant ofh- 
cer then marched forth with a detail of 
men and rescued his chief. 

Nearly Lynched Once. 

After the memorable battle of August 
17th Lindsay was captured by the soldiers 
and put in the guardhouse. One Sunday 
night six men took him from his prison, und 
placing a rope about his neck, dragged him 
a grove near by where they were to 
The body Lad been 
pulled a foot from the ground when Lieu- 
tenant Fyffe, who was in Fort Andersen 
at the time, and had by chance heard what 
the men were up to, appeared on the scene 
and cut down the half-strangled desperado 
and eompeHed the soldiers to take him 
back to camp. Lindsay killed a man in 
Jacksboro about a year ago and under 
indictment now for the crime. He is also 
under indictmemt for ineiting a riot. His 
brother, a very respectable man, was post- 
master at Jacksboro under Harrison. He 
is now a resident of this city.

Rural Free Mail Delivery. 

The Chicago Recorfl takes up the mat- 
ter of free rural mail delivery, which 
has been so strongly advocated by The 
Constitution for years past, and says 

What is really desirable in the postal ser- 
vice is an immediate exrension of the free- 
delivery system into suburban and well-settled 
rural communities. Suburban ““hicago dem- 
onstrates the pressing need of an improvement 
of th.s sort. As rapidly as possible free postal 
delivery should he extended fo every resident 
of the United States. Ex-Postmaster General] 
Wanamaker has shown that the farms as well 
as the cities may be given free delivery at 
small cost. 

The Record believes that it would be 
better for the country to have free mail 
delivery in our farming districts than to 
do without it and reduce letter postage 
to 1 cent. 

We are decidedly of the same opinion. 
The postoffice department has been im- 
préving the mail service for the cities all 
the time, and has done next to nothing 
for the country in the past one hundred 
We are far behind most of the 
older countries in this respect. Even 
China has free rural delivery. 

The thing for our farmers to do is to 
press this needed reform upon the at- 
tention of their representatives. Witha 
little pushing it will go through.

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The Late Major RH. J. Moses. 
Major R. J. Moses, of Columbus, who 
died the other day at Brussels, Belgium, 
where one of his daughters resides, was 
for more than fifty years a notable figure 
at the bar and in the public life of Flori- 
da and Georgia. 

Majot Moses was a native of Charles- 
ton, and a splendid representative of the 
old type of the southern gentleman. He 
was of Jewish lineage and throughout 
his life remained firm in the faith of his 


fathers. After distinguishing himself as 
a lawyer and statesman in Florida, he 
moved to Columbus in 1843, and for 


half a century was in the front runk of 
our jurists and public men. In the con- 
federate service he held the rank of 
major, and made a gallant soldier.

Dutton is a white man who killed Mrs. 
Mobbs, a grass widow, in Bartow eounty. 
He was convicted on strong ecirenmstantial 
evidence. After he had been sentenced to 
death he endearore?d to throw the burden 
of the crime upon tie shoulders o$ Mr. and 
Mrs. Massey, declaring that Mrs. Massey 
caught her husband with the Mobbs woman 
and killed her through jealousy. 

On the strength of the showing made he 
Was granted a reprieve. The Massers were 
arrested in Putnam county and taken to 
Bartow for trial, brt un investigation re- 
sulted in their acquittal and Dutton was 
gain sentenced to hang, this time on I'ri- 
day next. 

A letter played an important part in the 
present effort at commutation. 

Soine time ago the governor received a let- 
ter signe] in the namé of Mr. Baker, who 
is the father of the woman why was killed. 
This letter urged the governor to commute 
the sentence, stating that in the opinion of 
the writer Dutton was not guilty. 

This was a pretty strong statement to 
come from the father of the murdered wo- 
Inan, but in itself it was not anfficient to 
Warrant the governor taking the desired 
action. Upon receipt Governor 
Northen replied, asking Mr. Baker some 
questions bearing upon the case and referr- 
ing to the letter he had reeeived.

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DUTTON WILL HANG. 
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A Verdict Returned Against Old Man 
Latham Yesterday. 


ARRAIGNED BEFORE JUDGE NEWMAN 


On the Crarge of Counterfeiting-—He Is 
the Father-in-Law o: the Chisholm 
Boys, Now in the Penitentiary. 


HE IS GUILTY. 


Jim Latham, the counterfeiter, was found 
guilty by the jury yesterday afternoon In 
the federal court, and will be sentenced by 
Judge Newman this morning. 

The verdict was rendered at 5 o'clock 
after the jury had been out for three hours. 
It was thonght at one time that a mistrial 
would be declared and that Latham would 
have another chance for his liberty. 

This was set aside, however, by the ap- 
pearance of the jury. The prisoner was 
convicted on three separate counts in the 
bill of indictzment and the penalty which 
he will have to suffer in expiation of his 
crime will no doubt be severe. 

The scene presented in the federal court 
yesterday morning, when Latham was ar- 
raigned before the jury, was a sad one. 
An elderly man, the greater part of whose 
life had been spent in honest toil, but who 
in his latter years had become the victim 
of evil surroundings. 

His two daughters, beth of them retined 
and cultured wowen, were also present in 
the courtroom. A sad story in their own 
Hives had already been enacted, and the 
trial of their father was only its bitter se- 
quel. Their husbands, known in the re- 
cords of the court as the “Chishelm boys,” 
convieted of counterfeiting, SCrVINE 
out their terms of imprisonment in the Ohio 
pepitentiary. To show the contamination 
of evil, the old man, prior to the marriage 
of his daughters, had borne an irreproacha- 
ble character. He was respected by every 
one and was a mun of some wealth. 

The Chisholm boys, however, turned out 
badly. They: developed into celebrated 
law breakers and their skill as counterfeit- 
ers Was for a long time undetected. They 
were tried before Judge Newman in the 
early part of the year, and after a careful 
investigation, were sentenced to a term of 
yeurs in the Ohio penitentiary. 

In the meantime, however, the old man 
had acquired the art which deprived his 
gons-in-law of their liberty. Instead of be- 
ing deterred by the result of the trial he 
was spurred into violating the haw still 
further. About the first of last May he 
went on 4d Visit to Gwinnett county and 
there fell in with a man by the name of 
Guyton. 

He needed an ally in the business, and 
so he made an astonishing proposition to 
Guyton. He toid him if he would get up 
$5 in money and turn it over to him he

As it turned out, however, Guyton man- 
aged the business rather clumsily. He 
soon attracted suspicion, and this suspicion 
Was communicated to the officers of the 
law. A vigilant watch was placed on the 
two men and one afternoon an officer of 
the law cautiously crept up to the place 
Where the mint was in practical operation. 

Latham, however, caught a glimpse of 
the officer in time te be on his guard. As 
quick as a flash he threw the molds into the 
fire and made his es¢ape through the door. 
Before the officer could recover the molds 
and start in quest of the fugitive the latter 
had made his flight into the hidden paths 
of the wilderness and was soon buried in 
the gloomy solitudes of the forest. 

It was thonght, however, that he wonld 
show up in Atlanta, as he had been lving 
here for quite a length of time. According- 
ly Deputy Marshal McDonald _ stationed 
himself at the connterfeiter’s house, and as 
soon as he put in his appearance he nabbed 
him. . 

Latham, of course, was taken by surprise 
and boldly protested his innocence. He 
thought it an outrage that he should be 
assaulted in his ewn yard, and his indig- 
nation had all the show of innocence. The 
officer knew his business, however, and was 
pretty sure of his man. Latham was 
brought before the commissioner and was 
sent to Fulton county jail to awnit his trial 
before the federal court on the serious 
charge of counterfeiting.

A. Company Has Been Formed in 
New York City. 


CAPITAL STOCK SAID TO BE $9,000,000 


Captain W. W. Goodrich Has Bern Ap- 
pointed Supervising Archi ect— He 
Belioves ‘That Success Is Assured. 


A scueme, which if carried out, will make 
Georgia aud Alabama two of the greatest 
states in the unfon, has been proposed by a 
syndicate of norihern capitalists. 

A stock compauy bas been formed and a 
capital stock of 85,000,000 has been inaugu- 
rated. The 
Alabama and Georgia Canal and Trans- 
portation The w the com- 
pany intends to undertake is a great one, 
which will result in great good to the two 
states mentioned in the style of the com- 
pany. The company has been chartered 
under the laws of the #tate of New York. 

To go along with this scheme is an ex- 
tension—proposed—of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern road so as to give a 
splendid scheduije trom Atlanta to New Or- 
Jeans with the Richmond and Danville’s 
great run. But the first and most import- 
ant of the schemes which this company says 
it has under foot is the establishment of 
lines of canals which will make the trans- 
portation accommodations in the section 
between Atlaniu. Brunswick and Mont- 
gomery unexceilied. 

In order to carry out the magnificent 
pluns of the company it will be necessary 
to cut 150 miles of canal at least. It has 
been estimated, since the canal wil] run 
through swampy regions, that the cost per 
mile of cutting out the canal wili be hardly 
more than $5,000. The rivers that will be 
navigated are the Alabama, the Coosa, the 
Chattahoochee, the Altamaha and the Sa- 
vannah. The Chattahoochee is thirteen 
feet deep at the. point near Atlanta where 
the canals will end. 

The start of the canal will be on the 
Tennessee river about twenty-seven miles 
east of Decatur, Ala. The canal will ex- 
tend to Birmingham and down the Coosa 
river to Montgomery and Selma. 
Selma to Mobile and Dauphin island. 

A second branch will leave Montgomery 
aud go lo Columbus, passing through that

Then from 
Columbus to Hawkinsville, from Hawkins- 
ville to Lumber City, Savannah and Bruns- 
wick. 

Abvut the Equipment of the Proposed Canal. 

The boats run on the proposed canal will 
be of steel and will make not only pretty 
little crafts but substantial freight boats. 

The propelling power will be a stern 
screw which will be operated by electricity. 
In order to do this the trolley system will 
be used along the portions where the canal 
ls used. This system is very very similar 
to the street car system. The canals will 
be the usual width which will admit of two 
wires being strung, making a kind of double 
track system. 

[t is understood that Inventor Edison is 
now at work upon a kind of steam engine 
that will be used in place of tug boats where 
the rivers are navigated. Mr. [Edison be- 
lieves that at a very small cost engines can 
be placed in the bow of the boat and can be 
made to generate enough electricity to run 
the boat. The boats will draw eight feet 
of water. This. will necessitate the build- 
ing ot a number of locks. Three of these 
will be between Montgomery and Columbus 
and two will be placed between Atlanta 
and Columbus. 

To Establish Two Plants. 

Along with the proposed extension and 
the building of the canal system, this com- 
pany announces to establish at least two 
plants. 

One of the plants will be at Mobile. This 
will be the steel ship building plant and 
will employ several hundred men. The 
other plant will be at Birmingham and will 
be the steel canal boat plant. Being in the 
very center of the iron region of the south, 
the boats can be put together at a minimum 
cost. 

Where Cargoes Can Be Carried To. 

The company will be prepared to take 
corgoes direct from Mobile, Brunswick, Sa- 
vannah and Port Royal to Chicago, St. 
Paul, Sioux City and Littie Rock. On the 
trip north the principal cargo may be rice 
aud lumber from Georgia and from Ala- 
bama coal, iron and oysters. 

On the return trip grain, cattle and farm 
produce will brisken the business for the 
campany. The immense advantage of a 
canal system can easily be seen. It is the 
canal system of New York state that has 
doue so much to making it what it is, the 
Lempire State. 

Captain W. W. Goodrich, of Atlanta, has 
been appointed the company’s architect 
with headquarters here. The company in- 
tends to establish a large number of ware- 
houses, and the building of these will be 
under Captain Goodrich’s especial supervi- 
sion.

President Atkinson, of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, Talks. 


HE GIVES SOME INTERESTING FIGURES 


W hich Show That Atlanta Is Getting Her 
Street Lights Cheaper Inan Any of 
the Cities in the South.

Walter Rhett was a man of simple habits 
and pure fife. He dressed plainly and was 
noy addicted to the pleasures of the tabie, 
His intimates say he never gambled, bought 
fulures or specwated. In 2a8S he married 
Miss Annie Kaymond Reid, a brigat and a3 
lar young lady of Atlanta, daughter of Dr. 
Reid aud granddaughter of Dr. Caldwell. He 
was a thuroughly taithful husbaud and spent 
his evenings ut home when not accompanylhg 
his wife to entertainments. 

In iS#1 he was president of the South Caro- 
lina Club, of Atlanta, and bis friends assert 
if he took more strong drink than was good 
for him no oie in Atianta ever saw Walter 
Rhett show signs of intoxication in gait, ex- 
pression, utterance or deportment. He re- 
signed from the ciub in IN)2 and for eight 
mouths last year took no st.mulauts,.and for 
the last two months of his life took bone. 
Kor fourteen months before his death he 
boarded with his mother-in-law, Mrs. John H. 
Jones, and during that period, ia the intl 
macy of family lite, she never noticed that he 
had taken a drink. 

Walter Rhett had a horror of debt, but 
while keeping house in l’eachtree street was 
behind some $1,500 two years ago, Friends 
relieved him and the loan was refunded ib u 
short time from the fees of his iaw cases. 

The case of H. M, Isaacson against him for 
less than $500, collected last March, and not 
paid over, was pending when he killed him- 
self. The financial panic since March par- 
ulyzed business and rendered money hard to 
ret, But Walter Rhett bad relatives and 
riends able to lend him the amount he need- 
ed until times and his businéss grew better. 
His brother, Dr. R. B. Rbett, Jr., of Charles- 
ton, had told him if he ever wanted assis- 
tunce to call on him. At this time Dr. Rhett 
had cash in bank more than double the 
amount required, with credit to get much 
more, and Dr. Rhett promptly paid the Isaac- 
son debt as soon as it came to his knowledge, 
Walter Rhett had deliberately refrained from 
communicating ta@ either father, brother or 
friends the least intimation of this debt or 
of any trouble he may have had, Several 
friends in Atlanta were in condition and ready 
to help him arrange this comparatively sinall 
matter, Two of his lawyer frientis happened 
to be in the court wher the case against him 
was called, thus learning of it for the first 
time. Mr. Rhett was not present, and had 
no representative; therefore, one of these gen- 
tlemen rose and requested a continuance of 
the case, which was effected. On leavin 
the courtroom this friend wrote in terms of } 
most friendly consideration, asking him to call 
at his office, as he was too pressed by business 
to call to see him, and they. would arrange to 
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Barnet Gittleson, the Little Tailor, Goes 
to the Stockade. 


HIS WIFE AFTER HIM WITH A VENGEANCE 


Has Him Arrested by the Police,and Is 
Preparing to Prosecute Him in 
the State Courts. 


Station House Keeper Foute had a brizht- 
eyed little caller yesterday afternoon. She 
was a pert little miss of eleven, with a mass 
of wavy-brown hair hanging over the shoul- 
ders of her Melton jacket and a face indi- 
cative of both character and will. 

She tripped in gayly and raising herself 
on tip-toe she Jooked through the office 
window and tapped on the railing until the 
station house keeper glanced around. 

“Hlave you got Mr. Gittleson here?’ she 
asked. “‘Mamma sent me.” 

“Mister who?’ Station House Keeper 
Ioute asked with a smile. 

“Crittleson, sir,’ she said; “he’s a tailor, 
you know.” 

“Who is Gittleson?’ 

“Papa,” she answered briefly, 
émile. 

“Well, papa Gittleson iq not here, my lit- 
tle girl. tle went to the stockade this af- 
ternoon.” 

“Oh, did he?” she asked pleasantly; “how 
Jong will he stay?’ 

‘Thirty days,”’ she was told. She arched 
her little eyebrows as she comprehended 
the statement. 

“Very well, sir,’ she said; “thank you, 
sir. ‘That’s all.” Her heels came down 
upon the floor and e6he ran out. 

Fifteen minutes later she ran in again. 
Once more she went up on tip-toe and 
tupped upon the rail. 

“Mamina suid did you get the warrant?” 
she asked this time. 

“What warrant?” Dr. Foute asked. 

“Why the oue mamma got tor paps. She 
sent it to the captain.” 

‘I'he station house keeper looked over the 
batch of warrants and found one against 
Barnet Gittleson, the tailor: 

“It's here,” he said.

“What is the warrant against your papa 
for?’ she was asked. 

“tHe treated her bud and hit her and tried 
to hit me when ene asked him tor some 
money,’ she declared warmly. “He dou't 
do right; that’s all.” 

She ran out declaring that she didn’t like 
Atlanta at all. 

lt was another chapter in the story of 
Barnet Gittleson’s devoted wife, which has 
been detailed at length in the papers. It 
will be remembered tuat Mrs. Gittieson and 
her little daughter suddenly appeared, in At- 
lanta, coming from their home in New 
York, to make the treacherous husband pay 
tor his desertion. 

Gittleson, who is a tailor, and seems to 
have been rolling in comparative luxury 
while hie wife was left unprovided for in 
New York, was arrested and locked up. 
His wronged wife was greatly stirred up 
and declared that she intended to see him 
punished: While he was under arrest at 
police headquarters she and her little 
daughter calied daily to impress the fact 
upon him that he was being made, to pay 
for his sin. 

Gyittleson settled the matter and was re- 
leased after a few days, however, and then 
followed a short period of tranquillity. But 
this week the trouble broke out in a new 
form and Gittleson’s trip to the stockade 
yesterday was the outgrowth of it. 

Mrs. Gittleson and her little daughter 
went to his tailor shop and asked him for 
some money. The nature of the request 
ahatslea teed the dereliet Benedict and ke 
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or any friendly communications in regard to made a harsh response to it. Then, it is

lor more than a year his health had been 
march impaired; and for some months past his 
suffering from rheumatism and gastritis had 
been greatly augmented. Those who saw 
him last in life concurred in déscfibing him 
as looking ill and in pain. The general testi- 
wiouy was that mentally he was not himsc!f 
and had, of late, been greatly depressed and 
abstracted in manner. 

He left no explanation, Hence all is conjec- 
tnre. But a man who had made this year 
$2,500 (perhaps more, but certainly that 
amount), with simple habits, without children 
to ngapion: 4 for, with relatives and friends 
ready and willing to assist him, would. not 
have taken his life for a debt less than $34. 

Walter H. Rhett was one of the best edu- 
cated men in the south. In response to an 
inquiry made after the death of General Clay- 
ton, President Eliot. of Harvard university, 
recommended him for the presidency of the 
University of Alabama. In the cytudy of the 
aw he was thorough. ‘Devoted to his pro- 
fession he took delight in the preparation of 
his cases, His opinions upon legal. poipts 
were soucht in couusel by bis brethren of the 
bar. His legal papers are said to be models. 
His speeches were clear, concise and master- 
ly—free from rhetorical flourishes and deltv- 
ered in pure Engush. He believed the pubtie 
competent to tind and employ lawvers oP abil- 
+54 aud character, anu he huuted no prae- 
ice, 

From a bright, merry child he developed 
into a gentle, genial, generous man. sel f-pos- 
sessed, courageous aa calm, He was sensi- 
tive and undemonstrative, reticent as to him- 
se.f and affairs, but charming in conversation, 
At the time of his death. it is believed that 
he had not an enemy in the world. and many 
friends were warmly attached to him for his 
iovabie qualities. He made friends and Ke it 
them. Phe gentleman at whose house * 
boarded the lasi fourteen months of his life 
stated that during that period Mr thett had 
net uttered an uupleasant word or made an 
impatient gesture; that he was one of the 
best bred men he had ever seen and was a 
general favorite of the househo'd.

or four times and tried to strike the little 
girl, but she was too quick for him and 
sprinted out of hie reach. 

Mrs. Gittleson left the place and found 
Captain. Thompson, to whom she reported 
the occurrence and requested that he take 
official cognizance of it. He arrested the 
tailor and the latter was given a thirty 
days’ sentence in the stockade by the re- 
corder for striking his young wife. 

Tailor Gittleson was either unable or un- 
willing to pay the fine and went to the stock- 
ade. But this was not vengeance enough 
for the wife. She went before Justice 
Bloodworth and swore out a warrant for 
the husband, charging him with assault.
